Antioch will join the rest of the 
nation in a 30-minute radio' and 
television "black-out" in a special , 
Conclrad non-military defense drill 
tomorrow at 3" p.m. 

■The alert drill will be part - of 'i 
nationwide survival and' recovery 
program. 

The drill will be the biggest in 
the nation's history 'and is designed 
to test nation-wide survival and 're- 
covery actions to deal with "enemy 
attack." 

Local action during the alert will 
be in charge of John L. Horan, di- 
rector of Civil Defense, who today 
announced that the- following plana 
in connection with the alert are: 

(1) A siren will sound when 
alert signals have been received in . 
Antioch. " 

(2) All radios should be im- 
mediately tuned to Conelrad Sta- 
tion 640 or 1240 for broadcast In- 
structions for Civil Defense. 

(3) On hearing siren warnings, 
the public should stay close to shel- 
ter as a safety measure. 

(4) Motorists are to keep close 
watch on highways for mobile fire 
apparatus and first aid equipment 
participating in the alert. 

(5) The role of the police and 
fire departments and Rescue. Squad 
has been coordinated, Horan an- 
nounced. 

Radio, nets participating on a vol- 
untary basis will include those of 
police and 'fire departments, high-f 
way departments f* railroads, taxis, 
industries, amateurs and conserva- 
tion departments. 

Aviation and marine radios and 
international ' radio , message ser- 
vices will be the only major, trans- 
mitters exempted .from the drill by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 

Friday's alert drill is part of a 
five-day program of Operation 
Alert 1961, the eighth annual civil 
defense training program for im- 
proving the nation's nonmilitary 
defense. 

The entire program will be under 
the direction of Frank B. Ellis, di- 
rector, Office of Civil -and Defense 
mobilization, who. declared:

The thinking behind such proposals can only be that the fed- 
eral government should do everything. 

If this be the case, local government along with civic groups 
might as well shut up shop and call it a day. 

Then, in the matter of federal taxes, controls, and regimen- 
tation, it will be a case of "we ain't seen nothing yet.

Courthouse Notebook —

To- the surprise of practically nobody Karl Bcrning, West Deerficld 
Township supervisor, was re-elected chairman of the County Board Monday 
for another one year term during an abbreviated afternoon session. 

The county board postponed the meeting until the after- 
noon so the members could attend the funeral of Richard B. 
Scyfarth, assistant state's attorney and special. counsel for the 
board, who died suddenly last Saturday. 

In an emotion-choked voice Bcrning paid tribute to his 
late colleague before continuing with the routine of the board. 
The board will convene again on Friday to set up the 
new committees. 

New board members were seated yesterday with six men 
taking their place on the county's governing body. 

Only two of the new members unseated incumbents who 
Durkln were seeking re-election, John Balen, of Waukegan, occupying 

the seat formerly held by Assistant Supervisor Mickey Gergas and Clarence 
Voras taking over the post formerly held by Robert Brown,' of Ela Township. 
A familiar name returned to the board when Robert Depke took his 
place as Warren Township Supervisor replacing John F. Williams, who did 
not seek re-election. 

Depke' s father, Justus Depke, preceded Williams on the county board. 
Harrie B. Muir, a board grey-beard in years of service, relinquished his 
seat this year and was replaced yesterday by Berc Gyllenberg. 

Membership of the board was increased by two with the seating of John 
A. Shafer, of Benton, and Bruce Frost, of West Deerfteld. 

Both of these assistant supervisor posts were created as a result of the 
I960 census. 

In welcoming the new members to the board Chairman Bcrning reminded 
them that they were county officers and represented all of Lake County and 

not just their particular townships. 

* * * 

The re-election of Berning was in sharp contrast to the board election of 
10 years ago when an even split on the board blocked selection of a chairman 
for 28 roll calls. 

The leaders of the two factions, the late Carl Staben, of Waukegan, and 
Supervisor Emmett Moroney, of Decrfield, finally worked out a compromise 
for the post by settling on Supervisor Muir. 

The battle for board control between the two board factions produced 

fireworks at that time that have been missing in recent years as the board 

goes through its paces with only occasional oratorical outbursts, usually on 

regional arguments.

Despite the campaign assurances of Judge Thomas Moran that he was 
ready and able to handle the work of Probate and Circuit Judge, practically 
everybody around the courthouse expects that there will be a special election 
to fill the Probate Judge post vacated when Judge Moran moved up to Circuit

There are several attorneys reportedly eager to step ia to the post, but 
they all want somebody else to institute the mandamus action demanding that 
the county board abide by the state law and Hold the election. 

Any candidate who institutes the action automatically insures his defeat 
because he will be the blame for the added financial burden on the county. 

It's unfortunate that the law provides for filling the post, but it is also 
too bad that the authorities have to be ordered to abide by the law.

Rumors are cropping up again that Walter Atkinson, former sheriff and 
county political leader, is coming out of retirement to run for sheriff again. 

If he does it will put the sheriff's office in an untidy spot since Charles 
Larson has been expected to move up from his chief deputy post. 

It will come as no surprise if County Coroner Robert Babcox makes 
another stab at the sheriff's post which should generate some real interest in 
the race.

But let's aay for one of e number- 
of good reasons— which may -have 
nothing to do with ybur conduct 
or rehabilitation—that you are not 
given parole. You finally are dis- 
charged after: serving your ^tlme, 
with a little off for good behavior. 

You- may not have been on the 
"outside" for 25 years; you smight 
be crippled and blind; you may 
have; all kinds of emotional prob- 
lems—but you receive not one bit 
of help from the State of Illinois. » 

The prisoner on parole— generally 
the one who needs help the last — 
is given help. The prisoner who is 
discharged ia just dropped flat. 

Right now many workers— with 
no prison record — are having a hard 
time finding a job— but the fellow 
with few or no friends, the fellow 
who must carry the label of being 
an "ex con", has an extremely hard 
time to get started. The result is 
that many in desperation go back 
to doing the very thing that got 
them in. prison. 

Last week I introduced a bill to 
change this, a bill which has the 
support of Joseph Ragen, director 
of the Department of Public Safety, 



and the support of Eugene Zemins, 
executive secretary of the John 
Howard Association, the 'leading 
group working to rehabilitate man 
who have served ;to iprhwmv 

The proposal would set up in Illi- 
nois a la w similar to that which the 
federal government haj, A prison* 
er would be given a "conditional 
release" 90 days before hie die- 
charge. During those 90 dayi be 
would be given help and supervi- 
sion just as any parolee would re- 
ceive. If he goes bad, he must re- 
turn *o prison to serve out his term. 

Those first 90 days are Important, 
since this Ha when most "repeaters"" 
get In trouble again. This is when 
they need help the most. 

Fortunately, this measure not 
only makes sense in helping pris- 
oner 3, but it will save the state 
some money. Supervising a man 
costs about one-fifth as much as 
keeping him in prison, so that dur- 
ing the first two years the plan Is 
in operation, the state will save 
approximately $500,000. 

There is the added saving of keep- 
ing some, men from returning, mak- 
ing them taxpayers instead of tax 
losses. 

Also, it would reduce our prison 
population, making It easier for our 
prison wardens to do a better job 
of rehabilitation. 

No matter how you look at H; 
this legislation seems to make seme. 
It saves lives and it saves dollars.

A Problem to Be Solved 

For one reason or another it has always been difficult to sell people on 
salvation. And if civil defense is to be anything other than the continuing 
fiasco it has been to date, then "salvation", should nuclear war someday be- 
come a reality, is going to have to be sold America in Urge-size doses. 

Locally, county-wise and probably in every other area of the country, 
civil defense chiefs and administrators have been fighting a lost cause. Efforts 
to arouse a complacent citizenry on the simplest of precautions has met with 
nothing more than tepid response, if that. 

Sirens wail in practice alerts, causing no more than a ripple of excite- 
ment. Civil defense meetings are called and a half-dozen, maybe a dozen in- 
terested residents turn out. 

From the top down it is apparent that civil defense efforts to date have 
been virtually nil. Frank B. Ellis, director of the Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization, is preparing a new program of civilian defense for presentation 
to the President. His estimate of the existing program — "completely un- 
realistic." 

Worse yet, the program has been completely unrealistic from the be- 
ginning. 

Discounting the need for adequate protection in case of nuclear attack, 
let's take a look at what might happen in Antioch and surrounding vicinity 
in case a nuclear explosfdn v o^curred in Chicago. 

Chicago b the world's prime strategic target. 

More steel is produced in the Chicago area than in any other place in the 
world. It is a center of oil refining. It has the world's largest railroad mar- 
shalling yard at Proviso; it is the gateway from the west to the cast,, in turn 
from east to west; it is a major meat processing area, the world's grain ter- 
minus, a financial center rivalling Wall Street. 

In addition, some I million people live in and around the city. 

A 20 kiloton bomb is dropped. This is the same size bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki This is an outmoded size for use on other than 
military targets. We now think in terms of megatons, a few thousand, a few 
million times more powerful. 

We reserve the 20 kiloton size for tactical use, as it is now deliverable 
by means of artillery /small rocket. 

But let's stay with the 20-kilo size. 

81 percent of all persons within a 1000 yard radius of ground zero would 
be killed, serious casualties would extend out to MOO yards of ground zero. 

That wouldn't have too much effect on people 10, 'II, 20, 50 miles 
away. Or would it? 

A bomb is dropped in the midst of a panic-stricken mob of $ million. 
Water lines are broken, sewers, electricity go out ... no lights, no heat, no 
water. With no electricity, no water can be pumped. And what water there is 
would be contaminated and undrinkable. 

What about food? There are no supermarkets to visit at leisure tonight 
for provisions. 

So the J million panic-stricken, fight- their way away from the area 
of chaos. Those with gassed up cars may be able to negotiate clogged highways 
and streets. But it's doubtful. A normal evening's homeward rush is a tedious* 
nerve-wracking affair. *> 

So the populace must make it out on foot. There's no other way. 

Antioch hasn't been effected yet. But it will be. The survivors of the I 
million make their way out into the countryside ... on foot, on bicycle. They 
have no food, no extra clothing, no water, no place to sleep. No medicines, 
no nothing excepting a stark fear and a desire for survival. \ 

They swarm like locusts over the countryside. They need food. Can the 
local markets satisfy the demand? Is it first come first served; is it the law 
of supply and demand; what about' prices? Does the merchandise - what there 
is o( it because none will be shipped in over wrecked rail lines and clogged 
highways - go to the highest bidder? 

Who determines who gets what and when? Do our law enforcement 
agencies take over, even if they could? Is there a military organization at hand 
to direct traffic, maintain order, route people and supplies. 

Thousands, need bed and board. Can they be taken into local homes? Will 
local residents take them in? A man and his family, need shelter, food, water. 
Will local residents satisfy these needs . . , even if they could? 

Who takes charge? Who organizes? Who determines who sleeps where 
and how? Who places a guard on water, food and clothing supplies? Who ra- 
tions the supplies and portions them out? Who does what, if anything? 

What about the sick and injured? Under normal circumstances, waiting 
rooms are filled from morning until night. What about medical care during 
the emergency? 

Who directs the doctors to where their need is greatest? Where are the 
medical supplies? Where is everything? Who guides, who directs, who minis- 
ters, who organizes, who is responsible? 

Do we revert to the law of the jungle? 

Until these few questions and countless more are planned for and an- 
swered in an active, logical civil defense program to be rehearsed and studied 
and rehearsed again, civil defense as it now exists is woefully inadequate. 

But, nonetheless, the possibility and danger is always with us. 

Meanwhile, citizens can partially prepare on their own — by stocking a 
minimum two week supply of canned food, by storing at least 50 gallons of 
drinking water in airtight containers, by storing a few gallons of kerosense, by 
preparing a disaster kit of basic medical supplies. 

Local, country, state and national civil defense chiefs welcome inquiries 
and are prepared to give all assistance within their capabilities. For further 
details, contact your local Civil Defense Office (in Antioch, John L. Horan, 
407 Orchard).

Arsons owning boats with marine 
toilets must comply wfth the Lake 
County ordinance requiring, that, 
the toilet be sealed, if; the boat is 
used iri the/ inland water of -Lake 
ICounty, Arthur G. Baker, M. D. t 
Director of the Lake County Health 
Department, warned today. 

Sealing of marine toilets may be 
accomplished by driving a plug in 
the inlet pump and outlet discharge 
^on the boat. This can be I done by 
a marina, operator or by' the^.boat 
owner himself when, the boat is out 
of the water. This operation does 
not damage the boat and the plugs 
can be removed if the boat is trans- 
ported to Lake Michigan where the 
restriction on the use of marine 
toilets does not prevail. . 

Health department sanitarians, 
operating under Ward Duel, Senior 
Sanitarian, will affix a decal to the 
windshield of the boat when the 
marine toilet has been satisfactorily 
sealed. Enforcement of this ordin- 
ance represents one step in the pro- 
gram of keeping Lake County wat- 
ers free from pollution, so that 
bathing beaches, home sites and 
fishing will not be impaired. 

Mr. John G. Morris, Chief Sani- 
tary Engineer of the Lake County 
Health Department, stated that one 
purpose of the health department 
is to preserve the recreational re- 
sources of Lake County. 

In order to preserve this resource, 
any waste disposal into it must have 
been rendered completely free of 
being a public health hazard and 
be esthetically acceptable. The pol- 
lution discharged from boats with 
present day marine toilets does not 
meet these standards. 

Although ""-there have been re- 
centlyjflevelgped chemical marine 
toilet&Mr. Morris stated that the 
health department's position is that 
use of these in the inland waters 
of Lake County is in vioaltion- of 
the ordinance. 

. He stated that there are three fac- 
tors to be considered in relation to 
this type of* marine toilets. They 
are: contact time, state of the ma- 
terial when discharged, and the con- 
centration of the chemicals. 

The time that the waste is in con- 
tact with the chemical is never con- 
stant, because increased use short- 
ens contact time considerably. 

The state of the waste material 
is not esthetically acceptable even 
though it has been broken down into 
smaller pieces and decontaminated 
by chemicals. 

The third factor is that mainten- 
ance of the equipment and the con- 
centration of the chemicals is not 
held constant. This may be due to 
the natural lack of technical knowl- 
edge by the boat owner or his over- 
sight. 

There is also the additional 
problem of the extreme density of 
boats in certain areas of the inland 
waters. These areas are the moor- 
ing areas, the narrow channels be- 
tween the lakes, and in the coves 
and bays. 

Lake County is not unique in 
legislation prohibiting the use of 
marine toilets in inland or crowded 
waters. New York State prohibits 
discharge of effluents into the rec- 
reational water area of the Lake 
Champlain and Lake Placid area; 
California allowed no direct dis- 
charge into Squaw Creek during 
the 1060 Winter Olympics; Wiscon- 
sin prohibits no unsealed marine 
toilets in any inland waters except 
the Mississippi and Lake Winne- 
bago; and the City of Chicago does 
not permit the use of them in any 
of the mooring areas.

lakes, the better, so that total elim- 
ination of any pollution source, 
such as. marine toilets, is desirable.

Sees Danger Of 
U. S. Building 

WASHINGTON— April 19— The 
building trades industry will be 
handed a "closed shop— and thus an 
absolute monopoly in the construc- 
tion lnduatry" if Congress passes 
legislation It is now considering, a 
spokesman lor the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce said in 
Washington today. He urged that 
t he good a ec o mpl lahed by past 'labor! 
reform bills not be scuttled. ^ 
. RobertW. Bird, chairman of .the 
State Chamber's Labor Relations 
Committee, called the attempt "spe- 
cial privilege legislation" which 
would give the building trade com- 
plete control over the construction 
industry. 

Bird testified before a House Edu- 
cation and Labor subcommittee 
which is conducting hearings on a 
measure (HR 2955) to legalize vir- 
tually all common situs picketing at 
construction sites. , A* similar meas- 
ure (S 640) is pending In the Senate, 
"If HR 2955 is enacted into law, 
it is possible that it will have far- 
reached effects never contemplated 
by drafters of the bill. We believe 
•that the bill, as now written, goes 
far beyond the limits of the- con- 
struction industry," Bird said. 
r^Blrd, who is assistant to the presi- 
dent, Oliver Corporation, Chicago, 
used his own company to Illustrate 
the adverse effects of the proposed 
legislation. Pointing out that Oli- 
ver, which sells farm and industrial 
machinery, clearly is no part of 
the construction industry, Bird 
showed how the bill could subject 
his company to the secondary boy- 
cott squeeze even though it has no 
dispute with its employees or a 
union representative. 

He explained that Oliver has a 
plant which it is planning to sub- 
stantially remodel and which will 
require both interior and exterior 
work. "As the bill is now written, 
our plant under such circumstances 
will become a construction site," 
Bird said. "Picketing at our plant, 
even though directed at the general 
contractor or subcontractor, will 
have the effect of not only closing 
down all of the construction work 
being performed, but also of closing 
down the entire plant. 

"Records of the National Labor 
Relations Board reflect that the 
greatest percentage of all boycotts 
are perpetrated by the building 
trade unions," Bird asserted. 
"Clearly, the building trade unions 
are the greatest offenders when it 
comes to secondary boycotts, and 
since they use this weapon so ex- 
tensively, it is no wonder they are 
desirous of having the entire field 
of secondary boycotts open to them 
for their use." 

Bird contended that the record 
clearly shows it was the intent of 
Congress in passing the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act in 1947 and the Landrum- 
Griffin Act in 1959 "to prohibit the 
very kind' of unfair union activity 
that would be permitted with the 
passage of this legislation."
